AMAZING AIRCRAFT 
T U E new giant forty-two passenger air 
liner, built to the order of five major | 
air lines by the Douglas Aircraft Corpo-1 
ration, has been tried out on forty-six test 
flights# 
The chief engineer of the com­ 
pany now announces that the plane sur­ 
passes expectations in every way. 
Its guaranteed high speed of 240 miles 
an hour was passed by a comfortable mar­ 
gin. 
With all four engines going, the 
plane rose more than 25,000 feet with a 
full load, climbing at the rate of more than 
1,000 feet a minute at 8,000 feet. 
With 
three engines it rose 20,000 feet and was 
climbing at 580 feet a minute at 8,000 
feet. With two engines, both on the same 
side, it went higher and gained altitude 
faster than expected. 
Take-offs and landings, with a load of J 
more than 60,000 pounds, were reported 
as better than small-sized planes can do 
with present-day equipment.

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ATLANTIC FLEET TO BE CREATED 
yjIASHlNGTON— It was not supposed to 
be known, but during part of the 
Summer the United States Fleet was teeter­ 
ing on the brink of orders transferring it 
to the Atlantic in order to be nearer 
Europe. 
The plan was discussed several times 
by the President, Admiral Leahy and the 
State Department. 
At one time Under 
Secretary of State Welles wanted a part 
of the fleet brought through the Panama 
Canal and kept in the Atlantic. 
But Ad­ 
miral Leahy put bis foot down. 
He told 
the President that the fleet had been built 
up as an interdependent unit could not 
efficiently be separated. 
He wanted the 
fleet kept either in one ocean or in the 
other. 
So for a time, Roosevelt considered a 
complete transfer of the fleet to the At­ 
lantic. 
This was to be largely a gesture 
that the United States was by no means 
disinterested in Hitlers machinations in 
Europe. 
Also, it was figured that the 
fleet had to come East for the New York 
World’s Fair anyway, and a transfer a few 
months earlier would make no difference. 
Thus reports that Japan might expand 
her operations, plus the desire of the 
British for American help in Asia if war 
broke in Europe, kept the fleet in the 
Pacific. 
Beginning in a few months, however, 
a new Atlantic fleet will take up its duties. 
This will be formed after the Atlantic 
maneuvers when the fleet visits New York 
this Winter. The fleet will maneuver just 
north of the Equator, following which 
seven destroyers will be permanently sta­ 
tioned in Atlantic waters. 
These will be 
new ships and will not destroy the unity 
of the Pacific fleet. 
NOTE — The new Atlantic Fleet will 
first pay a visit to South American coun­ 
tries, will be stationed reasonably near 
Latin American waters. 
It will be a sym­ 
bol against fascism among the “Good 
Neighbors.**

Respiration I ypes Defined by Doctor 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
THE BODY obtains its all-essen­ 
tial oxygen from the oxygen of the 
air. A load of air is pumped in and 
out of the lungs about eighteen 
times a minute, day and night, from 
birth tc death. When this air 
reaches the final thin walled termini 
of the lungs—the alveoli—it is 
separated from a great layer of 
massed blood only by the thinnest 
membrane. The oxygen diffuses 
through this membrane by the selec­ 
tive action of the blood and from 
thence is carried to the tissues. 
Physiologists make a distinction 
between internal respiration and ex­ 
ternal respiration. Internal respira­ 
tion is the gaseous exchange that 
occurs in the internal tissues, such 
as the muscles. External respira­ 
tion is the movements of the chest 
and the exchange in the alveoli of 
the lungs. 


Storehouse of Oxygen 


In interna! respiration, the red 
blood corpuscles are the storehouse 
of oxygen, but the oxygen that is 
diffused to the tissues is carried in 
the plasma or liquid medium of the 
blood in which the corpuscles float. 
When the plasma supply gets low, 
the corpuscles, as warehouses, give 
up their extra supply. Then by pro­ 
cesses too complicated to attempt to 
detail here, the blood takes up the 
waste product, carbon dioxide, from 
the tissues. 
When the blood gees out from the 
lungs, it has an oxygen tension of 
90 mm. and a carbon dioxide tension 
of 40 mm. When it returns by way 
of the veins, it has an oxygen ten­ 
sion of 40 mm. and a carbon dioxide 
tension of 46 mm. 
The act. of external respiration is 
accomplished by the movements of 
the ribs and diaphragm. The ribs 
are raised by a large number of 
muscles in the chest and neck. At 
the same time that the ribs go up, 
the diaphragm goes down, which 
creates an extra space amounting to 
about four quarts of air, if strained 


to its maximum capacity, and one to 
two quarts at ordinary breathing. 


Controlled By Will 
These muscles are under the con- 
trol of our wills. It is true we 
breathe regularly without thinking 
about it, but we can slow or increase 
the rate as we wish (within limits). 
But breathing should be described 
as automatic rather than involun­ 
tary. To accomplish this adjustment, 
there is a complicated set of nerve 
centers and herve fibers going to the 
centers of these muscle innervations 
in the spinal cord or lower nerve 
centers. It is easy to see that the 
control is largely chemical. When 
carbon dioxide accumulates in the 
blood, it stimulates the respiratory 
center, which increases the breath­ 
ing rate, washing carbon dioxide 
out and raising the content of oxy­ 
gen. 
When I was starting out in medi- 
c ne, it was a familiar sight to see 
the anaesthetist, at the end of a sur­ 
gical operation, give the patient a 
%vhiff of oxygen to revive him. Now 
they give a few breaths of carbon 
dioxide so he will revive himself. 
In conditions where, for some 
reason, oxygen is lacking in the tis­ 
sues—as carbon monoxide poison­ 
ing, bronchitis, heart failure and 
pneumonia—it is well known that 
oxygen can be administered directly 
into the lungs in an increased 
amount. The oxygen content of the 
air is only about 20. When for me­ 
chanical reasons, as in pneumonia, 
the absorbing surface of the lung 
is reduced, we can raise this to 40 or 
60.

During the first two weeks of 
school the Pickaway county heal­

departm ent 
inspected 
3.721 
children for evidence of skin dis­ 
ease and any symptoms of con­ 
tagious diseases, Dr. A. D, Black­ 
burn, county health commissioner 
reported to the board of health at 
its regular meeting Friday after­ 
noon. 
Only 27 cases of skin de­ 
fects were found. 
All buildings and grounds were 
inspected and samples of drinking 
water sent to the state laboratory 
for examination. 
Following this preliminary in­ 
spection a second visit is being 
made to the schools to examne all 
first grade pupils and athletes and 
to immunize those pupils who par­ 
ents have sent a written request. 
A day Is required ip each school 
for this work. 
To 
date, 
eight 
schools have been thus visited; 
128 first grade pupils examined 
and 173 high school athletes ex­ 
amined. 
On Sept. 20 a chest clinic was 
held In the office, the commissioner 
reported, under the auspices of the 
tuberculous dispensary. 
Dr. My­ 
ron D. Miller, 
of 
the 
Franklin 
County Sanitorium, was in charge 
and examined 25 cases. 
Prelimin­ 
ary to this work, eight tuberculin 
skin tests were made, eight x-rays 
taken at Berger hospital and sev­ 
en sputum examinations made at 
the Avalon Sanitorium. 
During the month investigations 
were made of two typhoid fever 
cases. 
W ater 
analyses 
were 
made. There are no cases of any 
communicable disease under quar­ 
antine In the county at the pre­ 
sent time.
